and a beautiful work of medallist’s art from the Thirty Year’s War to finish the sale. It is an eclectic mix and 
we enjoyed putting it together.

Tokens 



These high quality cast tin tokens were first discovered in the early 1840s in a ditching project not far from the Museum of 
London. At the time, John Akerman, an important 19th century numismatist commented about the perennial need for small 
change suggesting that may have been why these were made. Though subsequent scholars have agreed on the 13th century 
date and the fact that these pieces did have a “numismatic” purpose, it remains an interesting puzzle whether these were 
made for ecclesiastical or trade purposes (or both).
